At various times during the year 1920 the Hughes Electric Co., filed with the 


State Railway Commission schedules of Increased rates, which increases will add an- 
nually to the cost of the consumers of light, heat & power approximately $40,000.00. 


The income of this corporation for the calendar year ending Dec. 31st, 1920, was 


as follows: For Light, $87,285.89; Heat, $66,384.49; Power, $48,184.85; Electric Cook- 
ing, $10,684.28; Miscellaneous Income $3,208.83; less bad debts and corrections $348.51, 
leaving a gross income of $215,399.83. This gross income would have been much lar- 
ger had all cf the increases whidftthe Hughes Company charged been in effect for all 
of the year, but the different raises took effect at different periods of thfe year 1920. 
The respective raises which are now in effect were as follows: 16^ on light, 307o on 
heating, and ll^r on Power and Electric Cooking. 


Immediately after receiving filing on April 5th, 1920, of the schedule for increase 


of rates on power and~T?ooking and Ms*y 1920 the schedule for increase in heat rates 
and on August 30th, increase in rates for General Lighting purposes; the State,Railway 
Commission did notify in writing the President of the City Commission, of the City of 
Bismarck, of the filing of such schedules attaching to sajd notice a copy of each of said 
schedule. 


By default on account of the non-appearance of the City of Bismarck each and all 


of said raises in electricity and heating rates went into effect as provided by law 30 
days after the filing of the schedules and sueh rates are now and have been in effect and 
collection made from the consumers thereunder. 


The failure of the City Commission to defend the consumers interest by directing 


the City Attorney to appear after the filing of each of said schedules for increase in 
rates for the purpose of compelling this Utility to show cause why such increased rates 
were necessary caused the necessity for the consumers themselves to defend their in- 
terests in order to prevent the continuance of these extortionate rates and to this end, 
on January 8th, 1921, 80 consumers filed a complaint with the Railroad Commission 
condeming and protesting against the continuation of these rates. 


On January 29th, 1921, the Railroad Commission ordered a preliminary hearing.. 


At such hearing the Hughes Electric Co. was represented by Mr. Cox a member of the 
Law firm of O'Hare & Cox. The City Commission not being represented, the consum- 
era were represented by the Attorney~General and Mr. Hellstrom. A subsequent hear- 
ing was held on the 1st of April at which time the City Attorney Mr. O'Hare appeared 
for the City of Bismarck and Mr. Hellstrom for the consumers while the Hughes Eleb- 
tric Co. was again represented by Mr. Cox of the Law Firm of O'Hare & Cox. 
This 


hearing was adjourned to April 26th, 1921, in order to permit the Railroad Commission- 
ers Engineers to complete an appraisal of the Hughes Electric Company plant,

charges now fastened upon you, thru the neglect of our city officials. The burden is 
now placed upon you.

managing and conducting your own case. Of necessity there will be some expense attach- 
ed to the successful prosecution of this proceeding. It may cost the sum of $1500, and 
m order to distribute this expense equitablly and to make it fall pro-rata on those who 
received the largest benefits from a successful termination of the suit we suggest and 
recommend that each patron of the Hughes Electric Co. mail a check to The Committee 
equal to one-tenth of your December 1920 heat, light and power bill. Do this at once 
as the time for final determination of this important suit is clo.se at hand. 
Namely, 


April 26th, 1921. We have e\erv reason to believe that the suit will terminate to your 
interests as the Supreme Court of the State ha.s in eft'ect decided the matter in con- 
nection wijh the Electric Light Plant at Fargo, and Grand Forks.
